new W atson-Parker law, which abolished the Railroad 
Labor 
Board. That board has never worked satisfactorily says the Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer. 
It pleaded no one. 
Both the railroad m anage­ 
ment- and the employes were bitterly opposed to it. They united 
in indorsing a scheme which discarded old methods and relied,! 
tir-t, up mediation; second, upon arbitration, and third, these hav­ 
ing failed to produce acceptable results, upon an emergency board 
called into being by the president of the United States. 
'Ibis arrangement has been moving smoothly. 
There have j 
been no long hearings, wasteful o f time and of patience; no strikes; 
no threats of strikes. Representatives of the men met with repre- 
sentatives of the roads with a m em ber of the Federal Board of 
Mediation present. 
!n the first instance, that of the conductors and 
trainmen, the second stage— that of arbitration— was reached. In 
the present case— that of firemen and enginemen— the discussions 
were concluded in a fortnight and did not get beyond the first 
stage.
